ROME, Sept. 4—Italy today filed 
memorandum with the League of 
Nations declaring Ethiopia by its 
conduct had “placed herself openly 
outside the League.” 

The memorandum said Ethiopia 
had rendered itself unworthy of 
the confidence accorded it when it 
was admitted to the League. 

The note said Ethiopia had not 
the right to invoke its rights under 

League's pact because “she has 
jew responded to the conditions 
which the pact itself demanded as 
essential for membership.” It 


charged Ethiopia with four specific

lationships. 


“Nor are other members of the 
League bound to observe the rules 
of the Covenant,” the memorandum 
said, toward a member which had 
placed itself outside the pact 
through violation of engagements 
assumed.

Some on Liner Hurt. 

Some of the passengers and mem- 
bers of the Dixie’s crew were hurt, 
but none of them seriously, Captain 
E. W. Sundstrom, reported. The 
injuries apparently resulted from 
the pounding of the liner by moun- 
tainous waves. 

From an officer of the Mor- 
gan Line came a wireless message 
that the passengers were “calm and 
in good spirits.”

Creek—Many Killed by 
Flying Timbers. 


By the Associated Press. 

MIAMI, Flia., Sept. 4.—Dr. Lasser 
Alexander, medical officer at Camp 
No. 1, Snake Creek, who was 
brought here suffering from nu- 
merous cuts, bruises and abrasions, 
told of the hurricane which Monday 
lashed the Floriaa keys. 

“The storm started in fury at 8 
p. m., Dr. Alexander said. “A lot 
of people were washed away and 
others left dead after the storm 
passed. One man I talked with 
counted 80 dead persons at this 
camp, and the total probably will 
be from 125 to 150. Every building 


Was razed and at one time the tide 
rose entirely over the island. 

“I was at Snake Creek Hotel, 
which was used as a hospital. This 
collapsed about 10 p. m., with many 
persons under the ruins. There 
were about 40 patients in this build- 
ing, about half women and chil- 
dren. Out of this number there 
were only seven men and three or 
four of the women and children 
saved. 

Flying Timbers Kill Many. 

“When the building toppled over, 

I was able to walk out through a 
hole in the wall into about three or 
four feet of water filled with float- 
ing timbers and debris. The wind 
was about 50 or 60 miles an hour 
and carried flying timbers that 
caused most of the casualties. 
. “With the aid of a flash light I 
made my way in the direction of 
the railroad grade, which was the 
highest point. I reached a high 
bank covered with grass after walk- 
ing about 250 yards and being 
knocked down innumerable times 
by flying timbers. I finally reached 
a rock wall about four feet high, 
where, with a bunch of other men, 
I huddled 20 or 30 minutes. 

“When we found the water still 
rising, we made our way to the 
railroad track. Placing ourselves 
behind the grade, we dug holes into 
the earth under the cross ties, so 
we would protect our heads from 
the flying debris. This was the 
only way we could find to keep 
from being crushed. We stayed on 
the railroad track until 3 a. m., as 
that was the only point above wa- 
ter. 

Party Finally Rescued. 


“At daybreak Tuesday we found 
@ tank car full of water which of- 
fered refuge from the wind, and a 
mumber of others buflt a fire and 
made coffee for the sick and in- 
jured. There we remained until la- 
ter in the afternoon, when we were 
rescued through the heroism of 
Buck Wright and several others, 
who took us across Snake Creek in 
@ rowboat, one at a time. We then 
were placed on trucks and brought 
to the mainland. 7 

“One of those killed in the col- 
fapse of the Snake Creek Hotel was 
Dr. E. C. Main, medical director 
of the camp, who lost his life be- 
fore my eyes.” 

Man Sees His Family Killed. 


Joseph Factsau, former army 
@viator, timekeeper at Camp No. 5, 
at a local hospital with spine in- 
juries, saw his wife, two daughters 
and two grandchildren killed, after 
reaching Camp No. 1 seeking safe- 
ty. He said he doubted if anyone 
at Camp No. 5 could have survived, 
because of the lack of shelter. 

“Upon hearing the storm warn- 
ing,” Factsau said, “I started out 
in an automobile from my home 
half way between Camps 5 and 3 
with my wife, Frieda, and my two 
daughters, Marie Madsen, 18, and 
Dorothy Vester, 16. We were ac- 
companied by my two grandchil- 
dren, Ray Madsen, age 2%, and 
Dorothy Vester, age 1 year. 

“After traveling through increas- 
ing winds and over wreckage 
strewn roads for 18 miles on a flat 
tire, we reached camp No. 1 and 
were placed in a building with a lot 
of drunks who kept up a continual 
fuss until quieted by officers. We 
Were assisted on the trip by Mr. 
King, of King’s filling station, one 
of the few persons there who exer- 
cised any real judgment about the 
approaching storm. 

“The building we were placed in 
at Camp 1 lasted only an hour. 
J tried to make a human chain from 
the building to the railroad track 
to get all the women and children 
to safety, but I was washed out 
into the gulf by a high wave. I 
Swam back as quickly as I could 
and reached shore just as the hos- 
pital collapsed. I heard my wife 
calling my name, but I was not able 
to get to her in time. They were 
killed under the ruins. 

“R. Baker from Camp 5, who also 
took refuge at Camp 1, was killed. 
Another woman that I know at 
Camp 1, was killed. 1 succeeded in 
rescuing her child from the waves. 
The survivors then took refuge be- 
hind the tank car until rescuers

ing was out: Two square flags, 
red with black centers, one flown 
above the other. Ships were kept 
in port. 

A message from St. Petersburg, 
the first since the storm swerved 
up the West Florida coast, said the 
tide was rising rapidly and the seas 
were heavy. Property damage was 
reported only as “considerable.” 
No loss of life was reported. From 
St. Petersburg came the further 
word: “Have no knowledge of con- 
ditions at Clearwater and Tarpon 
Springs.” 

75 Reported Dead at No. 1. 
At least 75 persons were reported 
to have been killed at No. 1 Vet- 
erans’ Camp. The emergency Relief 
Administration reported 683 men 
were listed in three camps—250 
at No. 1, 192 at No. 5, and 241 at 
No, 3, on Plantation Key. Veterans 
returning from No. 1 said about 100 
men from that camp were away on 
leave when the hurricane struck, 
and presumed a proportionate num- 
ber would be absent from the others. 
Refugees from the veterans’ camp 
on unprotected Matecumbe key told 
of the force of the hurricane, All 
of the buildings but ‘one were 
crushed as though they were small 
boxes as the wall of water surged 
‘over the thin strip of land. Per- 
sons were washed in the sea and 
those who reached a safe spot were 
powerless to help them. A mother 
and her six-year-old daughter were 
rescued after clinging to wreckage 
all night, their clothing ripped to 
shreds by the wind and water. 
William Cawthorn, one of the vet- 
erans who survived the disaster on 
Matecumbe key, said 80 persons lost 
their lives. 


63 of 64 Buildings Demolished. 
Refugees said 63 of 64 frame 
buildings, including a hospital, at 
the veterans’ camp on Upper Mate- 
cumbe key, were crushed. A boat- 
man who saw 15 bodies thought 
many more were swept to. sea. 
Four of one family who sought 
shelter in the camp’s hospital ap- 
parently lost their lives. Survivors 
said Dr. D. C. Main, one of the 
camp physicians, was swept out to 
sea by a receding wave and ap- 
parently drowned. 

The bodies of three, killed in 
Tavernier, on Plantation key, 
which was almost flattened by the 
hurricane as it passed in the night, 
were brought to Miami. A Florida 
East Coast train crew recovered the 
body of a drowned fish house 
watchman beside the tracks at 
Marathon, 45 miles north of Key 
West. 

The only death reported from the 
storm on the West Coast was in 
Fort Myers. A bus driver was killed 
when his machine left the road and 
overturned during a blinding rain. 
With the hurricane shifting its 
fury to the west coast of Florida, 
full intensity was looked for in the 
neighborhood of Cedar key, 90 
miles or so north of St. Peters- 
burg. The 1200 residents of Cedar 
key are connected with the main- 
land by only a narrow causeway. 

President Orders Aid Given. 

President Roosevelt ordered the 


army, navy and Red Cross to aid} 
in getting marooned hundreds to 
safety and feeding and clothing 
them.

Boats Sent for Marooned. 


On the east coast, hundreds of 
water craft of every description, in- 
cluding Government vessels, pushed 


toward the marooned and injured. 


Nurses were available at Home- 


stead to care for those who needed 


their assistance. 
Plans were made to establish a 


bureau at Tavernier to identify the | 
dead. A communications truck, 


manned by eight men, was dis- 
patched by the coast guard to han- 
dle official messages between na- 


tional organizations in the disaster 
field. 


Dr. William de Kleine, medical 
director of the Red Cross, was or- 
dered to proceed here from St. 
Louis immediately to assist in or- 
ganizing the relief work. 

The Coast Guard at Fort Lauder- 
dale advised 20 “river persons” 
were marooned on Cape-Sable and 
called on the Seventh Naval Dis- 
trict, to rescue them. Cape Sable is 


on the extreme southwest tip of 


Florida. 


From Savannah, the Coast Guard | , 
cutter Yamacraw was dispatched! J 
to Matecumbe to serve as a hos- | 


pital ship. Other Coast Guard cut- 


ters in the area were ordered to! 
increase their range of operations | 


to be ready for emergencies if. the 
hurricane should swerve back into 
the keys region. 


One of the first efforts of rescu- | 


ers was to build a bridge across 
from the southern tip of Key Largo 
to upper Matecumbe Key to get 
trucks, loaded with National 
Guardsmen and volunteers and 
medical supplies, into the worst 
stricken areas. 


The Government Relief Adminis- 
tration, in charge of the camps on 
the keys, estimated on the basis of 
early reports that 150 veterans had 
been killed. 

The weather bureau advisory this 
morning said the storm was mov- 
ing northward about eight to ten 
miles an hour. Meteorologists said 
the northward direction of the dis- 
turbance apparently was a part of 
a wide recurve which swung from 
northwest to north northwest and 
to due north. Should this curve 
continue, they said it was consid- 
ered likely the storm would cut 
across the extreme north portion of 
Florida, through Southeast Geor-

his ship. The passengers are tense 
with excitement. 

I have just had another look at 
the Dixie through the glasses, and 
she ‘is sturdily standing her ground. 
A few of her passengers stand at 
the rail scanning the horizon. 

Our wireless is swamped with 
messages. Everyone wants infor- 
mation. 

Through the Night. 

A sea too turbulent to permit the 
launching of lifeboats held back 
the rescue crews through the night. 

The Platano’s crew stood by our 
four lifeboats all night and kept 
them in readiness for a quick 
launching. Capt. McRae paced the 
hurricane bridgs constantly. 

Our seven passengers, made 
sleepless by the excitement, lined 
the rail And peered into the storm’s 
inky blackness. The Dixie was vis- 
sible only intermittently through 
squalls of rain and mist over the 
mountainous waves. It lay about 
three miles off our starboard bow. 
Now and then passengers could be 
seen at the rail of the Dixie, gazing 
also into the blackness toward the 
ships that stood by. 

The Dixie’s distress signal was 
picked up by our wireless operator 
arour.2 midnight Monday. Because 
of the hurricane in front of us we 
had been proceeding at a slow pace 
from Cortez, Honduras, to New 
York. We were 130 miles south- 
west of the position given in the 
signal. 

Captain McRae ordered full speed 
ahead and the ship drove hard into 
the heavy sea and sweeping gale. 
We reached Carysfort Reef, where 
the Dixie was reported to be, at 
5 a. m., going full speed and labor- 
ing heavily in the stormswirled 
water. The Dixie was nowhere to 
be seen. 

For six hours we searched along 
the dangerous reefs. Then, at ll a 
m., we determined her exact posi- 
tion on French Reef by means of 
our radio direction finder. 

As we drove on to the spot our 
radio operator broadcast the Dixie's 


‘exact position for the first time. 


The steamship Limon arrived first 
on the scene at 11:45 and we hove 
to 15 minutes later. 

Freighter’s First News. 


At 2 o'clock we caught our first | 


view of the grounded liner and we 
remained in sight of her most of 
the time. Other vessels came, the 
Standard Fruit boat Gatun and the 
Morgan liner El Occidente. The 
tanker Reaper hove to when we ar- 
rived but we lost sight of her later. 

The Platano is a freighter with 
accommodations for 16 passengers.

ALOISI, AT GENEVA, 
ASSAILS ETHIOPIA 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Sept. 4.—Italy has out- 
lawed Ethiopa and will refuse to 
engage in any discussion with 
Ethiopian representatives at the 
meeting of the Council of the 
League of Nations, Baron Pompeo 
Aloisi, Italian delegate, announced 
tonight in an interview. He talked 
to newspaper men after the open- 
ing session of the Council. He was 
asked whether Italy intended to 
make war on Ethiopia. He replied 
that that situation contained “grave 
danger, though there is not immedi- 
ate danger of hostilities unless there 
is provocation.” 

Mussolini’s spokesman made clear 
that although he woilld not talk 
with Ethiopian representatives he 
would participate in discussions 
with other members of the League 
Council. 

“Italy has no desire or intention 
of leaving the League,” Aloisi con- 
tinued, “but today we announced 
we would preserve complete liberty 
of action. This means liberty with 
reference to the League—liberty to 
do what we consider right and 
proper with reference to military 
action against Ethiopia.” 

Earlier Aloisi told the League 
it woud no longer discuss its con- 
troversy before the League “on 
a footing of equality with Ethiopia. 

Britain Conciliatory. 

This statement followed a placat- 
ing gesture by Anthony Eden, rep- 
resenting Great Britain. Eden told 
the Council there could be no ques- 
tion of any political or economic 
conflict between Great Britain and 
Italy. Premier Laval of France ad- 
vised a spirit of conciliation in the 
proceedings. 

“Italy,” declared Aloisi, “refuses 
to recognize that the equality and 
privileges of League members 
should be given Ethiopia, which has 
not fulfilled her obligations. 

“Italy reserves complete liberty 
of action so as to adopt all meas- 
ures which may become necessary 
for the security of her colonies and 
for safeguarding her interests.’ 

Observers. interpreted his state- 
ment to mean that Italy would re- 
sort to the military occupation of 
the East African empire. 

Following Aloisi’s declarations, 
the council session was suspended. 
Dr. Ruiz Guinazu of Argentina, 
president of the council, announced 
that the Ethiopian delegation 
wished time to prepare a reply to 
Italy and said the time for the next 
meeting would be announced later. 

Aloisi’s Speech. 

Baron Aloisi declared that if the 
League’s recently adopted  defini- 
tion of an aggressor had existed 
previously, Italy often in the past 
would have been justified, under 
the League rules, in “resorting to 
war against Ethiopia.” 

He said his Government had sub- 


mitted a memorandum, explaining | 


the reason Italy believes Ethiopia 
has “systematically violated all 
treaty undertakings both toward 
Italy and the League.” 

He said that, for the same reason, 
Italy was unable to accept the pro- 
gram presented during the con- 
ference with Great Britain and 
France in Paris last month. 

Aloisi said that for 50 years Italy 
had pursued a policy of amity and 
collaboration with Ethiopia, but

France was in agreement with 
Great Britain as to a report on the 
recent three-Power conference in 
Paris which failed when Italy re- 
fused a British suggestion. 

In the few moments between 
Aloisi’s statement and the actual 
suspension of the sitting, Prof. 
Jeze made a brief speech. 

He pointed out that the Italian- 
Ethiopian Conciliation Commission, 
which recently completed delibera- 
tions in Paris, had decided that 
neither Italy nor Ethiopia was re- 
sponsible for the border clash at 
Ualual last December in which 
Italians and Ethiopians were killed. 

Jeze declared that Italy constant- 
ly had made threats of extermina- 
tion against Ethiopia and asked. 

“Tf the Ualual incident no longer 
exists, what then is left? Italy has 
brought forth a new pretext for her 
attitude. She can no longer utilize 
the pretext of Ualual. She has 
brought forth new charges in a 
memorandum filed today.” 

The Conciliation Commission's re- 
port concerning the Ualual affair 
said: “This incident was due to 
an unfortunate chain of circum- 
stances.” 

Adiress by Eden. 


Eden told the council that con- 
flict between Great Britain and 
Italy was impossible because the 
latter nation had promised to re- 
spect Great Britain’s interests in 
Ethiopia “and Great Britain is sure 
these interests will be respected in 
the future.” 

Eden said: “We have all tried to 
create a new international order 
which will spare mankind the 
scourge of war.” 

He reported, and announced that 
Premier Laval of France concurred 
with him in the report, that Great 
Britain had drawn up a program 
as a basis for discussion at Paris 
of the Italian-Ethiopian situation 
and that this program was rejected 
by the Italian Government. 

He said that “we did not exclude 


ithe possibility of territorial adjust- 


ments” in formulating the plan. 
“If the League fails to settle this 
dispute, its influence will be griev- 
ously shaken. The collapse of the 
League would be a world calamity.” 


May Name Sub-Committee. 


Authoritative sources suggested 
the Council might appoint a sub- 
committee to devote itself to the 
dispute between Italy and Ethiopia 
and that such an appointment 
might be recommended by France. 

One important question the Coun- 
cil must decide at the outset is 
whether the Council's examination 
of the dispute will be held under 
Article 15 and Article 10 or 11 of 


ithe League covenant, which Ethi-

If Article 15 is accepted by Italy 
as a basis of procedure, it will 
mean a general investigation of the 
dispute by the Council, which may 
result in the dispatch of a special 
commission to the scene of trouble 
to investigate and report back to 
the Council. Such action probably 
would involve asking both Premier 
Mussolini and Emperor Haile Se 
lassie to give their pledge not to

The St. Charles Board of Public

Crash Says Ice 


in Carburetor 


Attributes Accident to Stoppage of Engine, 


Combined With Low Flying Speed and 
Nose-Heaviness of Plane. 


By the Associated Press, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4. — In a 
preliminary report today on the air- 
plane crash in which Will Rogers 
and Wiley Post were killed near 


Point Barrow, Alaska, Aug. 15, Eu- 
gene Vidal, director of the Bureau 


of Air Commerce, discussed the 
probable causes of the accident. 

The report disclosed that the sub- 
stitution of pontoons for the regu- 
lar landing gear at Seattle appar- 
ently had resulted in a nose-heavi- 
ness in the plane. Vidal said Post 
had discussed it with Joe Crosson, 
Alaskan pilot, expressing his sus- 
picion that the pontoons were re- 
sponsible. Beacuse of this condi- 
tion Post instructed Rogers to sit 
far back in the plane on takeoffs 
and all luggage was kept aft to 
balance the ship. 

Discussing the accident from in- 
formation gathered from Crosson, 
from Eskimos‘and others, Vidal 
said: 

“It is reasonable to believe that 
Post was banking the plane to the 
right while still in a slight climb. 
. «. The combination of the plane 
in a banking turn, with still low 
flying speed immediately following 
the takeoff and climb, the motor 
failure and the airplane’s nose-heav- 
ness, could result in such a stall.” 

The motor failure he attributed to 
freezing of moisture that con- 
densed from the damp atmosphere 
or from spray collected on the take- 
off. 


Text of Report. 

The text of the report by Vidal 
follows: 
“To date, certain information re- 
garding the accident in which Wiley 
Post and Will Rogers lost their 
lives has been secured. The details 
preceding the crash were obtained, 
directly or indirectly, from an Es- 
kimo who saw the plane fall, Sergt. 
Morgan of the United States Army, 
located at Point Barrow, and a 
radio report from Inspector Hall of 
the Bureau of Air Commerce, lo- 
cated in Alaska. Also, I visited 
personally Mr. Crosson, who flew 
to Point Barrow from Fairbanks 
in order to return the bodies to 
this country, Inspector Reed of the 
Department of Commerce, who li- 
censed the airplane at Glendale, 
Cal., and others who had contact 
with Post and Rogers either in Los 
Angeles or en route. As you know, 
I traveled to Los Angeles in order 
to discuss with Mr. Crosson the 
probable cause and any other de- 
tails which might have aided us in 
determining such causes of this 
crash. 


Inspector’s View. 


“Inspector Reed, one of our rep- 
resentatives in Los Angeles, in- 
formed me that he had inspected at 
Glendale almost daily the altera- 
tions of the original Orion 9E air- 
plane which Post had purchased in 
February, 1935. Inspector Réed, as 
a result of his regular and fre- 
quent inspections, was satisfied with 
every detail from a construction 
standpoint. He told me that as to 
workmanship, it was a “splendid 
job.” Mr. Reed did not fly the air- 
plane, but watched Post's test 
flights and discussed with him its 
flying characteristics, which, by the 
way, were pleasing to Post. The de- 
partment could not issue an “NC” 
license for the plane because of the 
fact that a wing from another type 
of plane, a Sirius, had been substi- 
tuted for the reguiar Orion wing 
and a larger motor and gas tanks 
had been installed. The plane was 
granted an “R,” or restricted li- 
cense. Mr. Post at various times 
expressed satisfaction over the 
plane’s flying characteristics, par- 
ticularly its stability, balance and 
ease of maneuverability. 


Substitution of Pontoons. 


“Mr. Post substituted for his 
wheel landing gear a pair of pon- 
toons at Seattle and after being 
joined by Will Rogers, proceeded to 
Alaska from that point. At Fair- 
banks, Alaska, Post informed Cros- 
son of Pan-American Airways, that 
the airplane had become nose-heavy 
on take-offs and landings following 
the installation of floats, and that 
on take-offs he had instructed Rog- 
ers to sit as far to the rear as pos- 
sible, and also to keep the equip- 
ment and the luggage well aft. 

“At Fairbanks, both Post and 
Rogers discussed with Crosson and 
others their proposed flights, and it 
Was apparent that they had no ac- 
tual schedule, no set plans, and no 
particular reason for departures 
and arrivals at any place on any 
certain dates.

Applications for 98 Works Prog- 
ress Administration undertakings 
in behalf of the city, which would 
employ 21,175 persons and cost a .o- 
tal of $14,052,165, were approved by 
department heads conferring with 
Mayor Dickmann yesterday. 

A few of the applications already 
have been filed with the local dis- 
trict office of the WPA and the re- 
mainder will be filed by tomorrow. 

Joseph A. Amend, district direc- 
tor of the WPA, said the intention 
was to have 30,000 residents of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County trans- 
ferred from relief rolls to WPA 
payrolis by November, including 
those covered by the city’s applica- 
tions. He estimated the Federal 
Government’s share of the expendi- 
tures for the program in the dis- 
trict, covering the city and county, 
at $25,000,000, but did not have 
available figures on additional ex- 
penditures by applicants. Employ- 
ment for the 30,000 persons was ex- 


pected to average 12 months, he 
added.

THE CONVERSION PROGRAM. 


Last April, the Treasury called $1,250,000,000 worth 
of Fourth Liberty Loan bonds for conversion by Oct. 
15 into other securities or cash. It is announced by 
the Treasury that holders of the called 4% per cent 
Liberties may now exchange them for 10 to 12-year 
2% per cent bonds, three-and-one-half-year 1142 per 
cent notes or cash. This completes the huge con- 
version program covering all the original unrefund- 
ed war-time issues, amounting to about eight billion 
dollars, which was begun, in October, 1933. 

In the summer of 1933, there was considerable agi- 
tation for the United States to convert its high-cou- 
pon securities into ones bearing lower interest rates 
and thus effect savings on debt charges. This move- 
ment was greatly stimulated by the action of En- 
gland in 1932 in converting nearly 10 billion dollars’ 
worth of 5 per cent bonds to a basis of 3% per cent, 
thereby saving about $150,000,000 annually. This huge 
operation was conducted along evangelistic lines, the 
bondholders being urged to accept the lower rate as 
a matter of patriotism. France, also, in 1932, con- 
verted $3,400,000,000 worth of 5, 6 and 7 per cent 
bonds to 4% per cent bonds to save $52,800,000 an- 
nually. The French holders of these bonds were given 
only one week to make up their minds, and it was 
therefore a species of shotgun refinancing. 

In June, 1933, Senator Bone introduced a resolu- 
tion, which passed By a vote of 69 to 1, asking the 
Secretary of the Treasury to call on holders of Gov- 
ernment bonds to exchange them for securities bear- 
ing a lower interest.

It is time we established a rule that 
anyone desiring war would have to dem- 
onstrate the validity of his desire by tak- 
ing an active part on the firing lines, and 
I wouldn’t except the President, either.

Wars will cease when the nations really 
want them to cease. Nothing could be 
simpler than to boycott the aggressor and 
furnish munitions to the attacked. How 
far would Mussolini or anyone else get 
under such conditions? But if these na- 
tions cannot or will not forget their own 
petty interests and present a united front 
to any aggressor, let them fight. We, 
however, should be too enlightened to 
descend to such greed and barbarism. 

I am not a Communist. I am a woman 
with no personal interest of any kind in 
either peace or war, except that my in- 
come more than doubled because of the 
last struggle. Nevertheless, I say, “Peace 
at any cost,” for the cost of peace can 
never even remotely approximate the cost

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_ THE LOST REVENUE. 

A question was asked in the letter column yester- 
day apropos the river front memorial, as to ‘where 
the city proposes to get the money it will lose in 
taxes now being collected from property owners in 
the affected area.” 

There is only one place the city can get it—-from 
the taxpayers. The 37-block site last year paid, ap- 
proximately, $180,000. It is assumed that the valua- 
tion of downtown property will be increased suffi- 
ciently to take care of the lost revenue. As has pre- 
viously been explained, the downtown section would 
be a specially benefited district, if the improvement 
were a local project, and would so be assessed. Since 
this is a Federal Government enterprise, no special- 
benefit arrangement can be made. 

An item of $180,000 is of consequence, of course, in 
our municipal budget. Still, one building on Olive 
street pays more taxes than the whole 37-block sec- 
tion to be taken over. That building will pay high- 
er taxes, if the bond issue is authorized. It will also 
get more for its money, as will every piece of prop- 
erty in the city. 

The returns cannot be calculated to an exact nicety. 
Some of them never can be entered in a ledger. They 
belong to the intangibles, to which no price tag can 
be fixed. No accountant, for instance, can find fig- 
ures in which to report the value of Forest Park or 
Shaw’s Garden, or the budding Plaza and municipal 
center, or the campanile of the Second Baptist 
Church, or the old Cathedral, or the new Cathedral, 
or the Symphony Orchestra, or the Art Museum, or 
any of a hundred of the city’s other assets.

10 to 12-year bonds bearing 314 per cent interest, or 
for 242 per cent notes running for four years, or for 
cash. What happened was that owners took $400,- 
000,000 of bonds and $596,000,000 of notes, leaving 
about $200,000,000 to be paid in cash, The annual 
interest saving was $14,500,000. 

It is to be observed in connection with the second 
operation that banks showed a marked preference 
for the four-year notes rather than the 10 to 12- 
year bonds, because of the fear of inflation. A dif- 
ferent tendency was shown in December, 1934, when 
the Federal Government offered $450,000,000 worth 
of 3% per cent bonds running for from 15 to 18 
years. This December issue had the longest ma- 
turity date of all the issues that had been offered by 
the administration up to that time\ The manner in 
which the bonds were snapped up indicated that 
some of the fear of inflation had been dissipated. 
The third operation called for the conversion of 
$1,870,000,000 worth of Fourth Liberties by April, 
1935. This was successfully completed and Secre- 
tary Morgenthau pointed out in a radio address that 
the conversion operations up to that time had saved 
the Government approximately $100,000,000 annually 
in interest. He pointed out that the average interest 
rate for all Government securities then outstanding 
was 2.86 per cent, and that the Federal Government's 
interest burden was less in April, 1935, than it was 
in 1925, when the national debt was smaller by eight | 
billion dollars. 

On April 22, this year, the Treasury offered to ex- 
change the entire outstanding First Liberty Loan issue 
of $1,933,000,000 for 20 to 25-year 2% per cent bonds, 
or five-year 15 per cent notes. This operation was 
completed June 15. That left, of all the unrefunded 
war-time obligations, only $1,750,000,000 of Fourth 
Liberties to be converted, which, as previously stat- 
ed, is now being done. 

It will be noted that the interest rates on the con- 
version bonds have progressively declined from 3% 
per cent to 2% per cent. It will be interesting to ob- 
serve the effect of the small interest offered on bonds 
to be exchanged for the remaining Fourth Liberties, 
especially considering the fact that other fields of 
investment the past six months have been feeling the 
effects of revival. 

On the whole, we believe the Treasury Department,

A COMPARISON OF PERILS. 
Roy Chapman Andrews, the explorer, has a joke 
on his insurance company. Whenever he starts on 
an expedition, it cancels his accident policy, an action 
he attributes to pure ignorance. Writing in Cosmo- 
politan, he says: 

It saves me money and they lose, because I am 
not half so likely. to have an accident on a trip 
of real honest-to-goodness exploration as I would 
,be in the city. Honestly, if I had had as many 
narrow escapes in the Gobi Desert as I have 
had from being killed by motor cars or in other 
ways in America, I would write a book about 
them. The trouble is that such escapes become 
commonplace. Everyone living in the big cities 
has them every day or two, and it has robbed 
them of interest. An explorer’s dangers are more 
unusual, and for that reason alone they seem 
greater. 

Mr. Andrews’ slant on the comparative perils of ex- 

plorers and stay-at-homes furnishes food for thought. 
The great desert, with its wild animals, bandits, ex- 
tremes of heat and cold, treacherous terrain, scanty 
food and water supplies, is actually safer, in his view, 
than the city’s streets. From figures on the automo- 
bile carnage, it is open to little dispute. The Labor 
day week-end, when thousands of Americans went 
on holiday, took a verified motor car toll of 283 
lives, and the National Safety Council expects the 
total to reach 350 to 400. Life on the Gobi offers no 
such perils. It is a challenge to our boasted civiliza- 
tion to control the man-killing motor car.

Saving vs. Spending 


Theory that unemployment can be ended by increased spending by publié is called 
fallacious by former Budget .Director; worst depression is in capital-goods, not 
consumer-goods, industries, he says; these can be aided only by new capital, cre- 
ated by savings; dollar saved can make more jobs than dollar spent, he concludes. 


N ALL the welter of nostrums, isms and 
| theories advanced as panaceas for our 

economic ills, there seems to be only one 
point on which nearly everyone is in agree- 
ment. That point is that the solution to the 
problem of unemployment is the solution of 
the depression. 

The point.on which people disagree so vio- 
lently is how this objective can best be 
achieved. The theory enjoying the greatest 
vogue at the moment is the spend-your-way- 
out theory. Proponents of this philosophy 
tell us that, if. everyone will only loosen 
up and spend a little more, great gains in 
employment will follow. This theory sounds 
extremely plausible and logical. If you spend 
$5 more (so the argument runs) instead of 
saving it, someone has to make the article 
you purchase. If a million other people each 
spend $5 more, an additional $5,000,000 worth 
of goods must be produced, and this creates 
new work for which people must be em- 
ployed. 

The theory is only superficially plausible. 
Its fallacy lies in its failure to recognize 
two important facts. The first of these is 
that the great bulk of existing unemploy- 
ment is in industries which make things 
that the individual consumer does not buy. 
The second is that savings do not represent 
sterile, locked-up funds, but funds which go 
into immediate circulation through some me- 
dium of investment. It might be well to 
consider the significance of these two facts 
before we blithely discard the national habit 
of saving. Perhaps a little sober reflection 
may even indicate that a dollar of saving 
can create more employment than a dollar 
of consumer spending.

was found to have declined almost 65 per 
cent. It would seem logical that most of the 
country’s unemployment must be centered 
in the capital-goods industries. This is the 
case. While employment in industries mak- 
ing goods for individual consumption has 
declined only 16 per cent, employment in 
the capital-goods industries has declined 
more than 50 per cent. 

From these facts, it becomes apparent that 
the primary problem is to create re-employ- 
ment in the capital-goods industries, Ad-+« 
vocates of increased spending believe that 
this can be done by stimulating consumer 
purchases. If everyone will buy more cloth- 
ing, they argue, more machinery and equip- 
ment will be needed to produce such addi- 
tional clicthing. 

It doesn’t work that way in most cases. 
Nearly all of the businesses which produce 
goods for individual consumption can greatly 
increase their present production without 
adding to their productive facilities, 

An overnight increase in the use of con- 
sumer goods to an all-time peak would prob- 
ably not re-employ even 25 per cent of the 
workers now idle. Saving—not spending— 
is the only thing that can achieve the ob- 


jective. The reason {s that capital goods 
are not bought by tndividuals, They are 
bought by industry and business. The pur- 


chase of homes by individuals represents the

only important exception to this rule. But 
in this case, it is important to note that the 
purchase of homes is usually financed by 
other people’s savings in the form of money 
lent on mortgage security. 

In most cases, when substantial amounts 
of capital goods are purchased, new capital 
must be raised. This is where the savings 
of the nation’s individuals enter the pic- 
ture in a most important way. For the 
small savings of millions of individuals, in- 
vested directly or pooled in life insurance 
companies,. savings banks and other fi- 
duciary institutions, supply the bulk of the 
funds that industry uses to finance its pur- 
chases of capital goods, 

The reader here may weil say that, de- 
spite repeated urging to spend more money, 
consumers on the whole have recently in- 
creased their savings. He may therefore 
ask why such increased savings have not 
already promoted recovery in the capital- 
goods industries. It is freely admitted that 
such savings as are now available have not 
as yet been used to the best advantage. 

« a a 

A nation’s savings do not represent a 
Sterile, static factor, but, rather; an ex- 
ceedingly dynamic one. Savings, when 
invested, are not usually spent for goods 
which are immediately consumed. They are 
spent for goods which in turn produce more 
goods and more wealth which enriches the 
community as a whole. The distinction is 
the same as between corn which is eaten 
and seed corn which produces the next 
year’s crop. 

Increased consumption of capital goods is 
not necessarily dependent upon the devel- 
opment of new industries or even the further 
expansion of old ones. The factor of re- 
placement is a most important element in 
the demand for capital goods. The best es- 
timates indicate that during normal periods, 
approximately 40 per cent of capital in- 
vestments have been made for replacements 
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rather than for new facilities. Such replace- 
ments comprise the rebuilding of antiquated 
plants and the replacement of obsolete ma- 
chinery, 

Since 1930, there has been little capital in- 
vested in replacements. As a result, there 
has been built up a tremendous backlog of 
replacement demand. Even the editor of 
Today ig reported to have said that there 
exists a potential demand for replacement 
alone of more than 19 billion dollars. 

If this pent-up demand can be released 
and made effective by the investment of in- 
dividual savings, the greatest void in our 
present economy will be filled. Workmen by 
the million will be re-employed in the very 
industries in which present unemployment is 
the worst. It is to the accomplishment of 
this task that all recovery efforts of the 
Government should be directed. 

The objective can never be accomplished 
by pleas to the public to buy just a little 
more butter, meat or clothing. In the light 
of the facts, such efforts to spur consumer 
buying at the sacrifice of savings seem not 
only unsound, but futile. It looks painfully 
clear that, in our present predicament, the 
investment of a dollar of savings can do 
more to relieve unemployment than can a 
dollar of additional consumer spending,

Old Cathedral’s Baptismal Rec- 
ords Scanned For Birth 
Dates. 


Parish record books of the Old 
Cathedral are being consulted daily 
by a growing number of persons 
trying to establish their birthdates 
with the authority which the law 
demands of applicants for old age 
pensions, 

The records, penned during 169 
years, have been rebound, indexed, 
and stored in a safe at the rectory, 
209 Walnut street. Entries in the 
oldest of the 20 volumes were be- 
gun in 1766 and were written in 
French with much detail. 

The book in which 2700 baptisms 
were recorded from 1856 to 1874 is 
scanned most frequently by the 
Rev. J. A. De Moor, assistant pas- 
tor of the cathedral, when men and 


women come to the rectory and ask |° 


if he will “please find my name. I 
was baptized here in 1862 or 1863 or 
1864, I think.” 

Many of the several hundred who 
have visited the rectory since May 
have forgotten such important 
facts as their mother’s maiden 
name, place of birth and baptism, 
and the names of godparents.

Broad- 
cloth for lap robes and upholstery 
which used to cost $3 a yard now 
costs $6 to Bauer's intense disgust.
